Etymology is the historian cf lan¬ 
guage. Jt is the huge wardrobe in 
which are hung up the verbal gar¬ 
ments, ancient and modern, with 
which Thought has been and is ac- 
eus/torned to clothe herself. It is the 
international and inter-ratiul labor¬ 
atory in which one alphabet is reen 
to a more or less extent to be in 
harmony, with all other alphabets, 
the same as the study of biology 
proves that the physical structures 
of all li\ing creatures, both animal 
and vegetable, have been evolved 
primarily from the same plan. Thus 
we find that as social styles in dress 
change so the verbal garments for 
one thought are sometimes discard¬ 
ed, and new thoughts are found to 
be woaring the castoff verbal clothes 
of other thoughts. 

MEANING OF "FRIEND." 

Thus we also find that the word 
"friend*" of my text has an entirely 
different meaning from what the cas¬ 
ual reader might ut fiist suppose. 
The modern word "Mend" in popu¬ 
lar discourse means an acquaintance, 
one with whom we can socially pans 
a pioadant hour, one who is upon 
our calling list, one who invites us 
to his borne as wo may invite him 
i o our daughter’s wedding party for 
his company.

It 
me*ant a Christian brother. 

T c modern definition of the word 
"fl iend" is as different from the Bib- 
]J. ul as a wolf traveling atound in 
sheep's clothing is at heart different 
from u lamb. Therefore, O man and 
woman, in this sermon I would try 
to doMciibe for you who a'o your 
tree friends and also show you 
whether you ojo true Monds to 
ot e s. From among tie score* and 
huniieds cf your acquaintances I 
woi-11 tingle out a few noble sj i its 
whose love you ought to cultlvalo 
and whose affections you should 
treasure in the holy of .holies of your 
most innermost 1 eart. 

THE DIVINE FRIEND. 

The true friend, in the first place, 
Is always the ono who loves the 
Lord his God with all his heart and 
mind befoie he tries to love his 
brother as himself. He is the ore 
who would tram late into his own 
lie in a spiritual rense the oft quot¬ 
ed advi'.e which Polonius gave to I is 
departing son Laertes, "To thine 
own self be true, and it must fellow 
as the night the day thou const not 
not then be false to any man." 

A true earthly Mend must, in the 
first place, be a true friend to his 
Heavenly Friond, as was Isaac New- 
ton. He so impressed every one

THE DEMON OF ENVY. 

Ready arc you to grant that ene¬ 
mies rejoice ut your overthrow and 
are sorry at our triumphs. But in 
one sense many of our acquaintances 
are actuated by the same motives. 
When tripped up in the race of life 
many of our friends ore ready to 
say: "Poor fellow! Is it not too 
bad that my friend So-and-so failed 
in business?. Is it not too bad that 
John lost all the money he inherit¬ 
ed from his father?" But they often 
sympathize with us in the self com¬ 
placent way which, translated in the 
ordinary language of life, means: "It 
is too bad, but if John had only 
been as smart- as I am he would nev¬ 
er have lost his money.

Mr. Walter Wynne, who has recent¬ 
ly roturned from the Heard Islands, 
where; he. has spent eight months 
hunting sea olephants, calculates tho 
cost of his expedition at between 
$00,000 and $70,000. For this out¬ 
lay, all he had to show were nine 
old bulls, none of which is of record 
size. 

The Heard Islands lie some 200 
miles south of Kerguelen, in the Ant¬ 
arctic Ocean, and arc ice-capped all 
the year round. To reach them a 
special ship had to be built, and pro¬ 
visions laid in for three years, us 
there was a possibility of the expedi¬ 
tion being beset in tho pack. Plenty 
of cub sea-elephants and females 
were found on the accessible south 
coast of the principal island, but

Boiling and Steaming Fiah.— In 
boiling or steaming flsh much ia loat 
or watted by abaorption into the 
boiling water or by evaporation. 
Boiling is far from a A economical 
process, but it ia often convenient. A 
thick, solid piece of fish is required, 
salmon, cod, halibut and rod snapper 
being beat to boil. 

Some cooks advocato boiling flsh 
in court bouillon, which is made 
thus: "Mince ono onion, one stalk 
of celery, three springs of parsley 
and fry them brown in a little but¬ 
ter. Add two tablespoons of salt, 
six pepper corns, one bay leaf, three 
cloves, two quarts of boiling water 
and one pint of vinegar or sour 
wine. Boil for fifteen minutes, skim 
well, strain and add the flsh. Simmer 
until the flesh leaves the bones." A 
simpler method is to add a little 
vinegar or lemon Juice to tho boiling 
water or to use no seasoning except 
salt, depending upon a seasoned 
sauce for flavor. To keep lish in 
shape it is well to tie it into a piece 
of cheesecloth or mosquito necting. 
Place it in a flsh steamer or immerse 
it in boiling water to cover, adding 
one teaspoon of salt. Let the water 
boil gently from twenty to 30 min¬ 
utes, the time depending upon tho 
quality ana quantity of tho Ash. Too 
much boiling makes flsh watery. 
When it is tender, remove it carefully 
to a hot platter, garnish with sliced 
hard-boiled eggs, pickled beets, lem¬ 
on and parsley ami servo with any 
flsh sauce, such as oyster, white, 
shrimp or tomato 

Fried Fish.—Fried Ash is very popu¬ 
lar and though much has been said 
about the indigestibility of fried 
food, there’s no denying the fact that 
it tastes good. When properly cook¬ 
ed, fried fish need not be dangerous 
to persons of sound digestion. if 
used in moderation, but not too of¬ 
ten. The trouble with fried fish 
arises from the hardening of the fish 
fibro and its tendency to absorb 
grease, both of which conditions re¬ 
tard digestion. There arc two me¬ 
thods of frying. One is to immerse 
the fish in boiling oil and the other 
to fry it in a pan with salt pork 
scraps. The latter is tho more tas¬ 
ty, the former more rapid and less 
likely to absorb the fat if the fish 
is drained on brown paper. Small 
fish like trout, smelts, perch nnd 
pickerel arc dipped whole in flour 
Indian meal or egg and crumbs and 
fried crisp. Cod, halibut, haddock, 
flounders, sole, etc., arc cut in slices 
or fillets, dipped and friend either 
way. 

In selecting fish the purchaser 
should see that the skin und scales 
aro bright, tho eyes full and clear and 
the flesh firm. Beware of fish that 
is unusually cheap: it has probably 
been kept in cold storage and is far 
from fresh. Canned fish is some¬ 
times doubtful and should be used 
with discretion, always removing it 
immediately on opening the tin and 
lotting it stand for an hour or more 
before using, to absorb oxygen.

Expedition to Xywterv I«aA 
. aanta Graki Diffcnl 


During the past imm moattha a num¬ 
ber of Vagrant reporta* flatly con¬ 
tradictory in their nature, hav« 
reached the outside worfd as to pros¬ 
pective invasions of tho mystery-land 
that lies beyond the Himalayas— 
Thibet. Three months or so since it 
was rumored that Ruwia had sent 
her soldiers to open the Thibetan 
oyster with tho bayonet’s point. Lat¬ 
terly it has been Great Britain which 
has been credited with the intentioo 
of moving troops to force on inter¬ 
national Acquaintance upon a land 
and people whose cbh*f claim to tho 
"civilized" world's dislike is a must 
aggravating exclusiveness, and retic¬ 
ence as to their own affairs. The 
most explicit information in this 
connection conies ia a week-old tele¬ 
gram from Karachi, in tho Boundary 
presidency, British India, which puts 
the matter thus* ^ 

STARTS IN FEW DAYS. 

'The expedition commended by 
General Younghuobond, which is Im.- 
ing prepared to support the British 
mission in Thiburt, starts in a few 
days. It has been ordered to occupy 
the Chumbi Valley, the key to Thi¬ 
bet, and to advance on Gvantsc, an 
:mportant centre 150 miles from 
Lhassa. Tho object of the mission 
is to discuss with the Thibetan au¬ 
thorities the non-observance of trea¬ 
ties and consequent injury to the 
trade of India and Thibet. A peace¬ 
ful settlement of the matter is im¬ 
probable. Tho Lhassa government 
declares its determination to fight 
and has warned its people to prepare 
for war." 

Of course Russia emphatically de¬ 
nies that sho has any plans concern¬ 
ing Thibet—such is Russia’s way. 
The diplomats at St. Petersburg al¬ 
so interpret tho motive of British ac¬ 
tion quite differently, as an attempt 
to stir up a movement in China un¬ 
der cover of which the powers will 
increase their spheres of selfishness: 
and Russia’s jircss accordingly ap¬ 
peals to China not to permit that 
empire to be deprived of Russian in¬ 
tervention as on one other occasion. 
The Novoc Vrcmya in a recent article 
declared that if the British succeed in 
carrying out their plans. Thibet, will 
be in their hands, as they will al¬ 
ways be in a position to threat^p 
Asia and if they gain control of the 
holy land of Thibet. 500 . 0 OO.non 
Buddhists will regard Great Britain 
as being the most, powerful country 
in the world. 

FORMIDABLE OBSTACLES. 

While it is said to be practically 
impossible for the Thibetans to pre¬ 
vent the British crossing the moun¬ 
tains. the campaign as blocked out 
would seem to have infinitely more 
formidable obstacles to expect than 
an assault upon the’ stronghold and 
citadel of an ancient faith that 
Buddhism which even in this twenti¬ 
eth century bolds the diversified 
castes of hoary Asia in couunou 
fealty. 

Any hostile movement toward Lh- 
assa cow4fT not but be resented by 
Buddhism Asia over, as an unpar¬ 
donable offence to the millions who 
turn their eyes toward that holy 
city, and Britain must be prepared in 
initiating such a programme to deal 
with treachery, rebellion and intrigue 
in every portion of her Indian do¬ 
minions. 

For the invasion of Thibet is not 
synonymous with the invasion ol 
any other semi-barbaric stato— it 
means the invasion of a holy land of 
countless centuries, the striking at 
the shrine of Buddhism. 

Curiosity is commonly set down as 
the moving impulse toward a forc- 
ilble investigation of the Thibetan tcr- 
jra incognita. Such curiosity may

Droiled Fish.—Among the most de¬ 
licate fish for broiling are lake or 
salmon trout and whitefish, which 
are fresh-water fish from the Great 
Lakes and are in season during the 
winter. Hroiling seems to be a sim¬ 
ple process, yet it requires care and 
attention to prepare the fish with¬ 
out burning it. No cook can put a 
fish over the coals in a broiler ‘and 
go away to attend to the rest of 
the dinner.

With 
a bright hot fire, which broiling re¬ 
quires. a fish one inch thick will 
cook in twelve to fifteen minutes, 
more time being needed for a thick 
fish like salmon, hluefish or shad. 
Use a double wire broiler well greas¬ 
ed with salt pork to keep the flesh 
from breaking and sticking. Lay the 
fish over the fire, flesh side down, and 
broil it till it is a golden brown, lift¬ 
ing occasionally if necessary. Cook 
it from eight to twelve minutes, then 
turn onto the skin side and broil it 
four or five minutes.

The world is growing so small that 
there is no part of it to be reserved 
for the perpetuation of barbarism. 
The heathen must get rid of his 
blindness, or get out of the way of 
people who have the faculty of sight. 
To permit Thibet to remain undis¬ 
turbed and unchanged would hi* 
about the same as o farmer in carv¬ 
ing a home out of the prairie to set 
aside one corner for the growth of 
thistles and noxious weeds. There 
is curiosity to learn the truth about, 
.this isolated ana forbidding ns well 
as forbidden spoi. and the truth 
never con be ascertained by a less 
force than an army with banners." 

Against this estimnte of Thibet 
ami its people one has but the re¬ 
ports of the three or four traveler: 
who have nonet rated the poorest oi 
their mysteries. Mr. Savage Lundor 
had reason to class its people bar¬ 
barous. but even he gi>es not so far 
in general conclusions. Mr. '/.ybikoff. 
the Russian traveler who spent a 
year in Thibet disguised ns a Lin 
ma. also admits that his study of 
the country and its people wns very 
superficial. The first, authority on 
Thibet and the Thibetans remains 
that same I’rincc Galitzin. now gov¬ 
ernor-general of the Caucusus. xrhon* 
fanatical Mennonitcs quite recently 
endeavored to assassinate ai Tiflist 
Trans-Caucasia. He alone of Europ¬ 
ean travelers is known to have Jived 
among the Thibetans for many years 
and learned of them ns they are; and 
his report is vastly different.

The writer well remombers sitting 
for hours beneath the marvellous 
spell of that great Russian’s mag¬ 
netic presence when, a decade or so 
ago. he re-cmergod from Thibet into 
a world that for many years had 
quite forgotten him as dead. His 
narrative of his adventures eclipsed 
the most fantastic pictures of a 
Rider Haggard. His empty sleeve 
and nail-scarred palm grimly illus¬ 
trated two tragic incidents of his 
stupendous story. But his testimony 
as to the Thibetan people none the 
less was uncomplimentary to Euro¬ 
pean civilization and progress rather 
than to them. In music, in arts, in 
architectural genius, and in the neg¬ 
lected branches of true mental sci¬ 
ence. he rated them slightly above 
the ancient Greeks; he did not depre¬ 
ciate the marvelous systam—but im¬ 
perfectly copied by the Church of 
Rome—by which the centralized pow¬ 
er of Skoolak. the Buddhist pope, di¬ 
rects from the grand lamaseery at 
iLhassn the entire complicated ma- 
jchinerv of the Buddhist faith. 

Prince Galitzin’s story of Thibet 
and its people has not been written. 
Tf ho saw fit to write it. it would 
deserve to bear the title of one of 
j Kipling’s fancies; “the greatest story 
jn the world.” But in all European 
dealings which concern Thibet, the 
nations-afcftuld not forget that in the 
Governor of Trans-Caucaaia. the hero 
of the most adventurous lift that has 
been lived in the past century. Rus¬

On this occasion each 
of the forty silver bowls was filled with 
La France roses. I>ady Lansdowne made 
a distinguished figure at the coronation, 
and. like Lady Spencer and the Duchess 
of Bedford, had her lord’s coat-of-arHlfc 
embroidered on her coronation robes. It 
has been stated that the most precious 
pearls in London belong to Lady Cork, 
Jmdy Iveagh and Imdy Lansdowne; and 
certainly the penrl necklace owned by the 
latter can find few rivals In the markets 
of the world. Pale bluenjs Lady Lans- 
downe’s favorite color, and she wears it 
on almost every Important occasion. 

British in Somaliland.

They May Bo I 7 tillz«u aa Aids to Christ* 
mrnn Choor—The History of Their Ueo 

*-Ch ireh Decorations. 

The use of evergreens at Christmas 
Is of very ancient origin, the custom 
In England having been derived di¬ 
rectly from the rites of the Druids. 
The Greeks and Romans used ever¬ 
greens freely, the laurel and bay be¬ 
ing held sacred to joyous festivals, 
and green boughs were strewn during 
celebrations of victory and peace. Tha 
Hebrews and Egyptians also made 
free use of evergreens, and the palm 
and lotus have become emblems of re¬ 
ligious sentiment. The modern cus- 
tow of evergreens at Christmas is due 
to the grafting of early Christmas 
practices upon the heathen rites of 
Northern Europe. Our Teutonic and 
Saxon forefathers brought many pleas- 
andt customs and poetic ideas to the 
service of Christianity. 

The Puritans passed laws prohibit¬ 
ing the use of green as a heathen prac¬ 
tice, and away back in the year 1600 
the austere council “enacted it was not 
lawful to begirt or adorn houses with 
laurel or green boughs, for all this 
practice savors of paganism.” But to¬ 
day the custom is uutversal, and even 
puritan New England contributes her 
share to the universal decoration. 

Among the popular Christmas ever¬ 
greens, the holly, with Its splendid 
red berries and rich green leaves, sig¬ 
nifies rejoicing, and can be appropri¬ 
ately used anywhere. Rosemary 
means remembrance, as unfortunato 
Ophelia was aware, and^in the early 
days of “Merrie England” was used 
to decorate the wassail bowel. The 
mistletoe is the mystic plant of Christ¬ 
mas to all English-speaking pccplo, 
emblematic of Jollity and mirih. of 
domestic love, and the sly confidences 
lof lovers. The suspended sprig of 
jmistletoe is a veritable ally of Cupid. 
All of our American evergreens are

fortunately war breaks out between Jap¬ 
an and Russia, and, further, supposing 
that China was ho unwise as to cast 
In its lot with Russia, the consequence 
would be that Englund would. In com¬ 
pliance with the stipulations of her al¬ 
liance with us. have to join In the fight 
on our side. In that event there would 
take place a fundamental change in the 
condition of things In the far east.” 

It is said that the Britlnh Government is 
doing all In Its power to avert hostili¬ 
ties, and It may be that Russian states¬ 
men believe that Brltalri would give way 
on every point rother flhnn risk another 
costly war following up* closely upon the 
enormously expensive conflict In South 
Africa. It Is. however, significant that 
Japanese officials of tfre highest rank 
have recently reasserted the declaration 
that tholr Government Is uetlng In full 
accord with Brlt'sh orfficials. and the 
Anglo-Japaneso treaty. The British For¬ 
eign Office knows and undoubtedly ap¬ 
proves of every move that the Japanese 
Government Is making, and because of 
that Russia, the most dluimeless treaty¬ 
breaking power known to modern his¬ 
tory at all events. Is compelled to give, 
greater heed to the Japanese remon¬ 
strances. Russian newspaper threats of 
what is likely to happen* to Japan, and 
rumors from Pekin or Toklo, are not to 
be relied upon as a guidance of far 
eastern diplomatic developments, to the 
same extent as official utterances from 
the British Foreign Office,

Jn most cases submarine mines are 
floated as near the suiface of the 
waters as po^aible, bi/t not so near 
ns to be vicib’.e at any time; which 
means they must be at sufficient 
depths to be in\isible at low tide.

Shifting Boxes, Nets and La*- 
riats Used in the 
V7*rk. 

“In every menagerie," said an oil 
showman, “they use, in shifting ani¬ 
mals about, what they call a shift¬ 
ing box < 

“You can’t very woll walk to the 
cage of the royal Bengal tiger if you 
want to shift him and take him by 
the scruff of tho rock, for he might 
not take It kindly; and the gentlor-t 
at.-imnls might harm themselves if 
you tried to handle thorn. So if you 
want to move an animal anywhere 
you get a shifting box. 

“A rhifiing box is practically a 
small cage, barred at or© end. and 
having the middle rection of bars 
joined top and bottom to" form a 
gate, which can be did upward in 
grooves at the top. 

“The box is backed up to the 
door of the big cage, which rs theu 
opened, as is also the door of the 
shifting box, and then there is a 
clear opening for the animal from 
one to the other. When you have 
got the animal in the box a man 
standing on the top of it drops tha 
door of the box, and catches it at

“Then you move tho shifting box 
over to whatever other cage you aro 
going to shift tho ar.lmaltd, and 
bock the box up to that cage, and 
reverse the operation, getting tho 
animal now out of the shifting box 
INTO THE CAGE. 
Sometimes it is hard work shift¬ 
ing animals, sometimes very oa^v. 
To get them into the box you may 
have to drive some, and for some 
you may have to wait a long time. 
A common method in shifting ani¬ 
mals is to skip the last feeding time 
for the animal in its regular cage 
and put the food for it hn the shift¬ 
ing box. The animal is hungry and 
goes for the food thero. 

The shifting box is used some¬ 
times in shifting animals from one 
paddock to another, or from & pad- 
dock to a cage. In such cases the 
box is placed against a door or 
grate in one corner of a paddock, 
and then men carrying raoks Hk$ 
shields in front of them go into the 
paddock and form a lino across it. 
with tho animal between them and 
the corner. 

“As they advance into the angle 
of the paddock, and the distance 
from side to side grows less, man 
after man of the Hue drops out. 
until finally one man, or two, have 
the animal cornered and drive it In¬ 
to the box. 

“But a shifting box can’t be used 
for all animals; not for monkeye, for 
instance, If you want to shift 
them you have to catch them with 
an arrangement like a big scap net. 

“This net is made with a hoop a 
foot or two in diameter with tho 
net part made, not of netting, but 
of burlap; a deep burlap bag. The 
man who is to shift monkeys wears 
when he walks in among them, 

A RUBBER COAT,
